The yellow io- 
hiato one cane from our ‘“neigh- 
bors to the south of us”. who do 
many interesting things with the 
yellow tomato, which is altogether 
too uncommon in our country. 
There is nothing which excels 
them in beauty, offering you as 
they do their lovely translucent 
clumps. of amber. 

BEETROOT JAM 

Boil the beets in their skins 
until they are quite tender, and 
of course, the younger the bet- 
ter. When cooked, rub off the 
skins; put the beetroot througn 
the food chopper with the large 
knife. Weigh them; place in an 
earthenware container with an 
equal amount of sugar, leaving 
all night. Next day place in the 
preserving kettle, pouring on just 
enough water to cover the bot- 
tom. This will keep the jam 
from sticking. Bring quickly to 
the boil, stirring all the time. 
Skim. Boil steadily for 45 min- 
utes. Add the rind and juice 
(strained) of a lemon for each 
two pounds of beets. “Boil again 
for ten minutes. If you wish, 
you may remove the lemon rinds 
but many prefer to leave them in. 
I find it quite satisfactory to put 
rinds through the food chopper. 
Pot the jam, which is a very 
beautiful color and spreads well 
on bread. You could not find 
anything more healthful for 
family use and school luncheons. 

MELON JAM 

Choose melons which. are al- 
most ripe but not overly ripe. 
Peel, remove the seeds, cut up 
the pulp ‘into neat and uniform 
cubes, 
every 1 lb. of melon allow % lb. 
of sugar and four tablespoons of 
water. Put sugar and water. to- 

ther into preserving kettle, 
bring to the boil, add the. melon 
and boil steadily until the syrup 
answers the usual test for jelly. 
A drop or two of vegetable col- 
oring makes a prettier yellow in 
color. This is a delicious jelly 
for tarts and is very economical. 
YELLOW TOMATO PRESERVES 

Seald the tomatoes, remove ‘the 
skins by placins in cold water in 
the usual way. Weigh; to every 5 
pounds of tom_toes use 4 pounds 
of sugar. Wash two lenions and 
slice very thin. Place in an earth- 
enware container, putting alter- 
nate layers of tomatoes, sugar 
and lemons. Let stand all night, 
when the sugar should be dis- 
solved. Cook over a low fire until 
fruit is quite clear. Place in jars 
and seal. .

‘Q. How can I make a solution 
for cleaning woodwork? - 

A. Mix 1 cup of vinegar, 1 cup 
of kerosene, and 2 cups of warm 
water. This is excellent for 
washing enameled or painted 
woodwork or furniture, going 
ever 4 small portion at a time,” 
then drying with a soft cloth. 
It will remove grease and dirt, 
leaving a nice glossy surface.

More than 2,000,000 Ameri- 
cans, many in the prime of life, 
suffer from arthritis, one of the 
most prevalent chronic disabling 
diseases in that nation, as it al 
is in Canada, says The Stratford 
Beacon-Herald. But favorable 
results obtained with a relatively 
new treatment of 250 cases of 
the most crippling form of arthri- 
tis are reported in the current 
issue of Industrial Medicine by 
Drs. R. G. Snyder, Willard H. 
Squires and John W. Forster of 
the Hospital for Special Surgery, 
New York City. 

The patients, subjects in a six- 
year study, previously had failed 
to respond to the more common 
forms of therapy. Then they, were 
given the new treatment—huge 
doses (from 200,000 to 300,000 
units per day) of Vitamin D in 
the form of an electrically acti- 
vated heat-vaporized ergosterol 
(Ertron is the trade name), 
Over extended periods the pa- 
tients continued to take the cap- 
sules by mouth. 

The article charts detailed 
effects of the vitamin treatment 
in 50 serious cases. On the basis

WHAT SCIENCE 
“TS DOING 


MEAT BY-PRODUCTS 

Scientific’. research is adapt- 
ing many of the mea. industry's 
by-products to War uses, a meat 
packing company said recently. 

Dr. H. H. Young, Swift & Co., 
chemist, declared that animal tis- 
sues, glands, inedible fats, hoofs, 
horns, bones, hides and wool “are 
going to War in many forms and 
packages.” 

The chemist said in an 
view that in the field of phar- 
maceuticals, research has made 
what he described as astounding 
ingredients produced from meat 
developments, with many of the 
animals saving lives on the battle 
fronts. ; 

He listed among these lecithin 
and cephalin, which come from 
animal brain tissue and are used 
in treating poisonous — reptile 
bites and promoting blood clot- 
ting; intestines used in making 
sutures; and adrenalin, derived 
from suprarenal glands, which 
makes bloodless surgery possible. 

A special soap necessary for 
synthetic rubber manufacture 
has come out of the meat indus- 
try laboratories and the chemist 
100,000,000 pounds 
eventually will be utilized annu- 
ally. are 
Other by-product uses listed by 
Dr. Young included: 

Animal bones are an import- 
ant source of gelatin used in 
photography, bone ash needed in 
copper smelting and special bone 
powders which are effective in

The recent announcement that 
the Liquor Control Board of On- 
tario had approved a price for 
1943 of $50.00 a ton for grapes to 
be used for wine making high- 
lights the importance of the wine 
industry to the agricultural inter- 
ests of the Niagara Peninsula. 

The grape crop is recognized 
as the most staple money crop of 
the fruit farmers of the Niagara 
Peninsula. This is due not only to 
an excellent regularity in volume 
of fruit production but also to the 
important fact that the wineries 
afford a dependable market for 
from 50° to 70% of the grape 
crop each season at an equitable 
price. “i 

The price paid by the wineries 
in each year agreed upon between 
the Ontario Grape Growers’ Assoc- 
jation, the Niagara Wine Grape 


Growers’ Association, representing . 


the Grape Growers, and the Wine 
Producers’ Association. The price 
80 agreed upon has then to be 
approved as fair and equitable by 
the Ontario Liquor Control Board. 
Once this approval is given it is 
incumbent upon every winery to 
pay the agreed upon. price. 

Peaches; plums and cherries this 
year have all been crop failures 
in varying degrees. The fruit 
&rowers of the Peninsula therefore 
have to look to grapes to provide 
all or a large part of their in- 
come. 

The price of $50.00 per ton to be 
paid this year is $5.00 more per 
ton than that paid last year.

seek our Hobabs in the advice of 
sage, gray-haired counsellors; in 
the formation of strong, intelli- 
gent, and wealthy committees; 
in a careful observance of pre- 
cedent. Anything seems better 
than a simple reliance on an un- 
seen guide. Now, in one sense, 
there is no harm in this. We have 
neither rignht or need to cut 
ourselves - adrift from others, 
who have had special experience 
in some new ground on. which 
we are venturing. It is a mistake 
to live a hermit life, thinking 
out all our own problems, and 
meeting all our own questions 
as best we may. Those who do 
so are apt to become self-opinion- 
ated and full of crotchets. God 
often speaks to us through our 
fellows; they are his- ministers to 
us for good, and we do well to 
listen to our Samuels, our Isaiahs, 
our Johns. 


Divine Guidance 

“And they set forward from 
the mount of Jehovah three days’ 
journey; and the ark of the 
covenant of Jehovah went before 
them three days’ journey, to seek 
out a resting-place for them.

It is harder: to 
realize His presence in the brief 
hotwe,.of relaxation than even in 
the ma hours of ‘strenuous 
toil., There is qit.as much, if 
not.more, peril to communion of 
soul with God in times when the 
whole nature is somewhat re- 
laxed, than there is in times of 
work. So let us take special 
care of our hours of repose, and 
be quite sure that they are so 
spent as that we can ask when 
the day’s work is done, and we 
have come to slippered ease, in 
preparation for nightly rest,

Do you enjoy an auction sale?

I have friends who say that to 
them an auction sale is a heart- 
breaking affair. Well, that may 
be true in some cases but—there 
are sales and sales.

A wartime ‘housing program 
for agricultural workers in Ene- 
land is expected to provide 2,000 
farm cottages of simple, attrac- 
tive design and sturdy construc- 
tion between now and the end of 
the war. Work has been started 
on 170 of the cottage units, seat- 
tered over England and Wales, 
and construction of the rest will 
be advanced as local communities 
provide sites and comply with the 
preliminary requirements. 

These new farm cottages will 
provide approximately 800 square 
feet of floor space in each unit. 
Rentals range from eight shillings 
six pence (about $1.75) weekly 
for units of bedroom, kitchen and 
bath, to ten shillings (about $2) 
weekly for units with a small 
parlor, bedroom, kitchen and bath.

How Canada Saved The Day 
In The Battle Of The Atlantic 


The United States pays tribute 

to Canada in the following 

editorial from the Saturday 
Evening Post: 


As this Is written we seem to 
be well on the way toward victory 


fm the Battle of the Atlantic. The. 


menace of the U-boat recedes as 
Allied naval power grows and new 
techniques are developed for anti- 
mubmarine warfare. Land-based 
patrol planes and the rapidly grow- 
fing use of converted carriers on 
Atlantic -convoy have helped en- 
ermously. Britain, Canada and the 
Wnited States are all sharing in 
‘this triumph over Hitler's strong: 


est weapon. 

What most Americans don’t 
realize, however, is that there 
were many desperate months 


when Canada stood between us 
and disaster... . 


There was a time before Pear) 
Harbour when the United States 
contributed substantial help in 
the way of escort ships for the 
freight convoys. But after Japan 
etruck much of our naval strength 
was needed in the Pacific, and we 
also had to use our fighting ships 


'$ guard the troop convoys cross- 


fmgz the Atlantic. The burden of 


protecting the freighters fell chief- 


ly upon England and Canada. Bri- 
dain, with a very limited amount 
of help from the Norwegian, Polish 


and Fighting French navies, sup- 


plied 61 per cent of the escort 
veasela for the trade convoys; the 
Wnited States contributed 2 per 
@ent, and little Canada, amazingly, 
provided 47 per cent. 


This does not mean, of course, 
that the United States was drows- 
ing during those’ Jong and critical 
months. We supplied aircraft for 
freigtt convoy patrol and exten- 
give ship and plane repair bases 
on both skleg of the Atlantic. We 
guarded the growing stream of 
troops on thelr way to a global 


war. Ant ts the fall of Singa- 
pore ava we held the line 
almost alone in the Pacific. Also, 
ft should not be forgotten that 
long before Pear) Harbour we had 
handed over to the British fifty 
ef our overage destroyers. 

Yet the fact remaing that we 
probably would have lost the war 
the Canadian Navy hadn't come 
through in a spectacular and her- 
oic way. It is not surprising that 
Britain, with her great sea power 
and resources, should have been 
able to ghouMer 61 per cent of the 
job. But it is one of the marvels 


How Canada accomplished such 
a feat is an epic that should be 
written in large letters. When the 
war began in September, 1939, the 
Canadian: Navy was composed of 
a handful of destroyers manned by 
a personne! of less than 2,000 men. 
Today that personnel has expand- 
ed twenty-five fold. As for ships 
of war, Hitler would like to know 
the exact figures; Canada’s per- 
formance in the, North Atlantic 
tells the story. 

Of‘the fifty American destroy- 
ers which were traded to the Brit- 
ish, Canada got seven, but while 
these were a real help they were 
only a beginning—a stop-gap, Dur- 
ing the early months of the war, 
the need became apparent for a 
new type of vessel; a ship design- 
ei to combat the U-boat, to be 
launched in large numbers, in a 
hurry. There was no time to be 
lost. The answer was an  im- 
provisation called the corvette. .. 

Once the Canadians had the de- 

* * * 

eign for the corvette and knew it 
was the answer they set about 
building it in numbers that would 
shock the Nazi high command if It 
knew. Large shipyards and small 
ones, even tiny boatyards whose 
experience had been limited to 
fishing boats and pleasure craft, 
responded in a way that made his- 
tory. And husky young lads from 
the Prairie Provinces went down 
to the sea to man them. Canada 
made do. 

Now the vast resources of the 
United States are being brought to 
bear on the U-boat problem in a 
larger way, and the ratio of es- 
cort craft provided by. Britain, 
Canada and America may be 
changing. But Canada is still do- 
ing her part and will continue to 
do so, we may be sure, until ‘he 
day of peace. Is is any wonder, 
then, that the Canadian sallor may 
be just a trifle offended when -his 
cousin from’ south of the border 
inquires with polite condescen- 
sion: “Tell me does Canada have 
@ navy?”

That President Roosevelt's 
Visit To The Capital Was Of 
international Importance. 


It is a few days now since Presi- 
dent Roosevelt visited the capital 


of Canada and addressed Cana- 


dians from a dais within the 
shadows of the peace tower, but 
his visit ranks as one of the fore- 
most Canadian events of all time. 

Thirty .thousand persons. —- as 
many as turned out for the King 
and Queen—thronged Parliament 
Hill to see and hear him. Thous- 
ands more jammed all the 
approaches to the War memorial 
down town to watch the President 
reverently lay a wreath; and still 
more thousands lined the route of 
his motor ride with Prime Minis- 
ter Mackenzie King. & 

It is impossible to overestimate 
the importance of this first visit 
to the Capital of Canada by a 
President of our great neighbor. 

The President himself said that 
the future peace and happiness 
of mankind depended in large 
measure upon Anglo. Saxon good 
will and understanding and co- 
operation. And Canada it must 
be remembered, stands as the 
interpreter between the United 
States and the Empire. 

One wondered, momentarily, at 
the vast turnout of Canadians for 
a President of the United Sates; 
marvelled ‘that thousands of Civil 
Service, clerks, stenographers and 
officials let loose for the after- 
noon, should have ppured through 
the gates of Parliament Hill to see 
a visiting dignitary where dignit- 
aries are 80 common. But the 
fact is Roosevelt registers con- 
siderably more than merely as 
the head of a neighboring nation. 
The radio had brought his golden 
yoice Within the homes of evry 
Canadian. And apparently the 
ringing sincerity and earnestness 
of the man have carved deep 
impressions upon Mr. and Mrs.

At the end of fiscal 1943, workmen at all plants but one had been 

granted the full cost of living bonus,—$4.25 per week,—and, in addi- 

tion, individual adjustments which averaged approximately 4c per 

hour, {At Vancouver, for special reasons, the cost of living bonus was 
slightly less.) . 


Over and above this, the Regional War Labour Boards at Van- 
couver and Edmonton have recently granted a further increase of 6a 


per hour. The Company declined to join in the application for these 
increases. 


Following this action by the British Columbia and Alberta Boards, 
it was felt that employees at other plants were entitled to equivalent 
advances. These have been granted or are now under discussion, 

The decision of the British Columbia and Alberta Boards has im- 


posed upon the Company an additional cost for wages of approximately 


$750,000.00 per year.

The appeal for increased live stock Production has met with a

The measure of that response is shown in the live stock deliveries 
(reported later in Table 6). we 

However, owing to complications resulting from ceiling regula- 
tions, the increased deliveries, especially of Cattle, have come in a 
quite irregular flow. Over considerable periods deliveries have been 
extremely light, with the result that certain of the Plant gangs have 
had very short hours. During these periods, the attraction of higher 
wages elsewhere has drawn off many key workmen. 

These periods of short deliveries have in turn been followed by 
other periods of heavy deliveries. At these times the strain upon the 
reduced gangs has been very severe, 

‘ The present month (August) is normally the month of minimum 
deliveries of cattle plus hogs. And even at the present time the prob- 
lem of processing the live stock is by no means light. 

In the coming Fall, beginning mid-September, the appeals of the 
last three years for increased live stock production will begin to take 
their full effect. It is expected that in October and November, record 
deliveries of cattle, hogs, and lambs will arrive on the markets. 

How these record delivories are to be processed is a problem which 
is causing much anxiety. For the first time in history the Canadian 
Packing Industry may find itself unable to handle all the live stock. 
Plant facilities are ample. The shortage will be that of skilled work- 
mon

Since July 1940, constant appeals have been made to the farmer 
to increase production, particularly of hogs and cattle. Higher prices 
have added further stimulus. 

To these appeals, the farmer has made a notable response. It is

Kecent Allied successes give ground for hoping that an Allied 
victory in Europe may come at an earlier date than had been expected. 
The problems of tho post-war period already call for study. 

What demands will that period present to the Canadian Live Stock 
industry? ; : : 

The discussions of the recent Allied Food Conference at Hot 
Springs give some le&d as to the answer, 


in that Conference, forty-four Allied countries participated. The 

published reports may be summarized as follows: — 

(a) in the immediate post-war period the demand for tood will 
be greater, not less, than at present. In that period, many 
occupied and neutral countries, now extremely short of food, 
must receive immediate supplies, 

Committees were set up at the Conference, to work out plans 
in advance for these immediate post-war shipments, 
These relief. shipments will need to be continued for a period 
of one or two years. 

(b) As to the long-range {00d problem, the Conference envisaged 
a policy of setting up higher nutritional standards in all 

we Allied countries. It was the view of the Conference that if 
effect could be given to such a policy, the food problem would 
be, not how to dispose of surpluses, but rather how to pro- 
duce enough food to meet world requirements. Such a world 
policy, if practical effect can be given to same, would have 
far-reaching implications for Canada, which produces, and 
must for many years coutinue to produce, a large food surplus. 


But to set up adequate standards of nutrition in 44 countries (and 
many more,—tor neutral and enemy countries would have to be brought 
in) is a vastly complicated problem. Inu every country n We i & 
food distribution would have to be introduced. ft’ wou a be 
gramme which would take years to work out to completion. 


it is, therefore, simple common-seuse that every existing outlet 
for Canada’s surplus food should be assiduously cultivated,

Within the last twelve months the prospect of achieving first 
position has been jeopardized. The reason lies in the urgency of the 
British demand for bacon. The British Ministry of Food was vary 
intent upda mainatining a four-ounce ration of Wiltshire Bacon. Te 
do this, they required from Canada 676 million pounds yer year. 


To meet this requirement, the Canadian Bacon Board cut down 
domestic consumption to one-fifth of the Canadian production. Not- 
withstanding this, however, British requirements could be met only 
by finishing Canadian hogs to a heavier weight. 


At the urgent request of the Ministry of Food,-this has been done, 


The result is that Canadian bacon is beginning to lose its accept 
ance, not with the Ministry of Food, but with the British public, © 


British housewives are beginning to think of Canadian bacon, as 
in the last war, as heavy, fat bacon. Consciously or subconsciously, 
the idea is being re-established fn their ninds that Canadian bacon 
is really a second-grade bacon. 

- But that ig not the only penalty. 


In the last analysis, the person who determines the quality of the 
bacon is the man who produces the pig. Twenty years have been spent 
in bringing home to the Canadian farmer the necessity for lean hoga 
and sizeable weights, The present request for heavier bacon is bound 
to blur the farmer's mental picture of the proper type of bacon hog. 
It is a much easier. matter to break down standards than to restore 
them. 


All these tacts have many times been considered by the Depart. ° 


ment of Agricullure and the members of the Bacon Board. In the 


emergency they have felt they must respond to the request of -the 
Ministry of food, 


However, the increased Hiarketings of the coming crop year

OTTAWA REPORTS 


That Canada Closed the Last 
Crop Vear With a Carry-Over 
of 601,500,000 Bushels of Wheat 

Canada’s piled up wheat surplus, 
once a bewilderin,; and almost 
embarrassing factor in domestic 
affairs, stands as one of the 
world's greatest food assets, when 
war-torn humanity finally settles 
down to save stricken nations 
from starvation. 

Despite the increased use of 
wheat for other than human con- 
sumption during the past year or 
more, Canada closed the 1942-48 
crop year with a record carry-over 
of 601,500,000 bushels of wheat, 
Dominicn authorities have fuast 
reported. 


This ca: y-over was  approxt!- 
mately 177,000,000 bushels greater 
than the surplus remaining at the 
end of July, 1942, and 121,000,040 
bushels more than the previous 
record carry-over on July 31, 1941, 

A feature of the 1943 situation, 
according to official report at the 
capitol, was the large supply of 
wheat still in farmers’ hands at 
the end of the crop yeir.

The Bulk Of The italian Navy 
Now Safely Anchored A‘ Malta 7 


Varying in details, but. with 
@m itiéxorable logic that was be- 
yond the calculations of the dic- 
tators, the present war is being 
fought to its predestined conclu- 
sion in an almost uncanny par- 
allelism to the course of events in 
the last war. This is again em- 
phasized by the dramatic surren- 
der of the Italian Navy, the bulk 
of which is now safely in Allied 
hands. Thirty-two. Italian  war- 
ships, including four battleships, 
six cruisers, eight destroyers and 
fourteen submarines, are now 
anchored at Malta, in fitting 
homage to that indomitable | is- 
land. More war vessels are/expect- 
ed if they can escape the Ger- 
man clutches. The Germans} hay- 


ing seized the northern ports ~of~ 


Italy, may have succeeded in 
capturing some of Italy's fifty 
to sixty submarines, as they have 
probably seized a part of Italy's 
merchant fleet. But it may be 
doubted whether they will be able 
to make much use of them. 


The Italian Navy, in any case, 
is ¢ither “present or accounted 
for,” especially all of its remain+ 
ing battleships, and presumably 
all of its remaining cruisers. And, 
according to Allied spokesmen, 
they are first-class and ready for 
immediate action, which will be 
greatly facilitated by the Allied 
seizure of the naval base of Ta- 
ranto, which presumably is stock- 
ed with all necessary naval sup- 
plies. / 

Scapa Flow 

Inevitably, thoughts go back to 
Scapa Flow, where a_once proud 
German Navy surrendered after 
the last war. Once again it’ has 
been shown that an inferior navy 
is little more than an expensive 
luxury, and in a prolonged war 
even a danger point. For, as in 
the case of Imperial Germany, 
the disintegration of the Italian 
fighting spirit also began in the 
navy, which, even more than the 
Italian land and air forces, was 
reluctant to face the overwhelm- 
ing odds of Allied superiority. 
The only service it could render 
to the Axis cause was to immob- 
ilize a large part of the British 
fleet in the Mediterranean. But 
it could not and did not stop 
either the Allied invasion of 
North Africa or the invasion of 
the Italian homeland. And this re- 
fusal to face suicidal odds was 
one of the main causes of the 
Italian collapse. 


But the surrender of the Ital- 
ian Navy is both more ‘and less 
than Scapa Flow. It is less be- 
cause Germany, the main enemy, 
still continues the fight, and has 
even succeeded in seizing the ma- 
jor portion of Italy, from which 
it will take time and trouble to 
dislodge her. But it ir also more, 
because both General Eisenhower 
and Admiral Cunningham have al- 
ready made it clear that the Ital- 
ian Navy. will become part of the 
Allied naval forces, to be used 


against both Germany and Japan. - 


Mediterranean Highway 


Surrender ofthe Italian fleet 
has finally cleared the Mediter- 
ranean of even a potential men- 
ace. It has thereby opened up an 
unimpeded highway for even 
greater a ks against the re- 
maining Axis partnérs. Frem now 
on, Allied convoys can move 
freely through that lifeline of 
inter-Allied communications for 
landing operations at any point 
along its shores on which the Al- 
Hed command may decide, From 
now on, supplies to Russia,, to In- 
dia and to China will find an 
easier and shorter route than the 
long way around the Cape of 
Good Hope. Finally, from now 
on, a large part of the British 
fleet can be transferred to the 
Indian Ocean or the Pacific, for 
operations against Japan in con- 
junction . with the American 
forces. And though a prediction 
made by Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek in his opening speech to 
the Kuomintang executive com 
mittee that Japan “would be de 
feated in possibly six months, 
and certainly not much longer 
than one year,” may. prove to be 
too: optimistic, the Japanese mil- 
itary masters know what the Ital-

From Young Piglets

teeth should be removed within 
12 hours after the pigs are born, 
says The Saskatchewan Farmer. 
By removing these black teeth, 
60 named because of their dark 
color, newly borm piglets can get 
down, to the ‘#érious business of 
their (first feed withou‘ earning 
pain to the sow, If not reniove 

“these teeth very often pierce the 
udder of the sow with the result 
that she becomes very restless. 
She may get up quickly and in 
so doing crush one or more of the 
little pigs. The pain may be so 


gevere as to cause the sow to re- 
fuse to nurse the litter. It is be- 
lieved: that many young piglets 


become stunted in early life be- 


cause the black teeth are not 
removed at birth. 

The teeth should not be broken 
off carelessly as this may cause

Pastryless Pies 


There's no reason in the world 
why your family should not -en- 
joy delicious pies for dessert. de- 
spite the scarcity of rationed 
butter and other shortenings. 
Here’s a pie crust that requires 
no shortening of any kind — a 
delicious pie crust that 
eomes ready-made straight out 
of a cardboard package—no flour, 
mo rolling, no fuss whatever. 

First. get a package of Chris- 
tie’s Graham Wafers. Then place 
a layer of wafers on the bottom 
of a lightly-greased pie plate. 
trimming some of them to fit 
the shape. and filling in any un- 
covered spaces with wafer crumbs. 
Cut other wafers in halves and 
atand them on edge around the 
sloping side of the pie plate.

Chocolate Filling 

8 tablespoons corn starch 

2 cups. milk 

6 tablespoons sugar 

1 square chocolate or 4 

tablespoons cocoa 

% teaspoon vanilla 

Mix dry ingredients with a 
little cold milk. | Scald rest of 
milk and add corn starch mixture. 
Put in double boiler and_ stir 
while it cooks and thickens. When 
#mooth and somewhat thick, cover 
and cook for 10 minutes more, 
stirring occasionally. Remove 
from fire and add vanilla. Pour 
into graham wafer crust and 
chill. 

Caramel Filling 

8 tablespoons corn starch 

2 cups milk 

& tablespoons sugar 

1 teaspoon butter 

Pinch of salt 

% teaspoon vanilla or a few 
} drops of mapleine 

Caramelize sugar by heating 
over direct fire in top part of 
double boiler until it becomes a 
golden brown syrup. Remove from 
fire and add 1% cups of milk. 
Place over lower part of double 
boiley. Mix corn starch and salt 
with remaining cold milk to make

the Windsor Star. In the clearer 
waters of the Mediterranean, an 
airman cat) look down and see sub- 


marines’ as much as 60 feet below 
the surface. But \tlantic 
any submarine beneat he surface 
is out of sight. 

However, airplanes on _ patrol 


can spot the tell-tale feather of 
water made by the periscope of a 
submarine. Once that is seen, the 
air patrol can begin to bomb with 
telling effect. ~ ' 

Any submarine commatder, who 
knows there is a constant air pa 
trol being kept overhead, realizes 
that he is tempting fate to put up 
his periscope. He understands that 
the pilot aloft will spot the feath- 
er and begin to work on him. 
Hence, more than one enemy sub- 
marine commander has kept his 
periscope down, refusing to take 
a chanee with the airplanes over- 
head. And, if he does not use hia 
periscope, the submarine  com- 
mander has to attack shipping 
blindly, which is not effective. 

The air patrols in submarine- 
infested waters would like to sink 
a lot of submarines. However, 
their main job is to see that the 
vessels get through safely and, if 
the patrols can keep the gub- 
marines from attacking the con- 
voys, that is the big ‘part of the 
job. Any submarines they sink are 
just that much cream in the cof- 
fee, .

Many farms were abandoned 
because the land was originally 
sub-mnarginal for agricultural pur 
poses and no farmer could be ex- 
pected to make a satisfactory 
living’ on such land = after the 


forest resources. were exhausted, 
observes ‘the Brockville Recdérder 
and Times On other farms the 
land, although originally of fair - 
quality, has been gradually ex- 
hausted by unsound farm. prac- 
tices. Some farms had to be 
vacated because the acreage of 
ruitable land was too small to 


provide a livelihood for the farmer. 


The farms which have been 
abandoned for the reasons given 
are almost invariably poor pros- 
pects for future settlers. Such 
land, in most cases, is of greater 
value to the state and the in- 
dividual if it is left to revert to 


forest. In some cases it may even 
be advisable to assist nature by 
planting young tree seedlings. 


It should be observed that many 
farms located on good soils have 
been abandoned for various per: 
sonal, social and economic reasons. 
The right type of settler 
make a good home and build up a 


sound, economic enterprise on 
such land if he had the oppor- 
tunity, and so it would be very 


much easier to become established 
on some of these farms than to 
clear new forest land and bring 
{t under cultivation.

Honey is always measured 
in liquid form and when substitut- 
ing, for every cup of honey used, 
reduce the liquid called for in the 
recipe one-fifth. One cup of honey 
{is the same in sweetening power 
as one cup of sugar. 
and sugar differ in their chemical 
composition—sugar is a straight 
sweet containing no moisture or 
acid. Therefore in some recipes 
such as light cakes, etc., it is best 
to use equal quantities of sugar 
and honey; but in dark cakes, muf- 
fins or fruit cake, honey gives 
practically the same taste.

Laura C. Pepper of the Agri- 
culture Department’s consumer 
section tells how it’s done: 

Only freshly soured, clean-flav- 
ored milk should be used. The milk 


is placed in the top of a ee 


boiler and heated until it separate 
into curds and whey. It should be 
stirred occasionally while heat, 
ing. 

The milk will separate when it 
reaches a temperature between 
100 and 110 degrees Fahrenheit-— 
a drop of milk placed on the wrist 
will feel lukewarm at this tem- 
perature. When the. milk has 
separated, place a double layer 
of the cheesecloth in a strainer 
and strain off the whey. 

Wash the cheese under running 
cold water and squeeze dry. Put 
the curd in a bowl, mi: well with 
a fork, season with salt and pep- 
per and moisten with a little top 
milk or cream. ‘ 

The whey, syas Miss Pepper, 
contains valuable food elements, 
and can be combined with fruit or 
vegetable juice to make a satis- 
fying, nutritious cold drink.

Correct drying is important. 
Slow drying must not be allowed, 
Decause that will produce rust on 
the metal frame, and rust eats 
through the cloth. If the weather 
is right, hang the shade from the 
clothesline outdoors. The place 
should be shady, for a too hot sun 
may make the cloth streaky or . 
spotted. When unsuitable weather 
prevents outdoor drying, suspend 
the shade above a radiator and use 
an electric fan to blow on it. 

When the fabric is glued to the 
frame a different method must 
be used for cleaning. Grime and 
grease spots can be removed with 
the aid of a non-inflammable 
cleaning fluid used sparingly. 
The whole shade may be gone 
over ‘thoroughly with oatmeal, 
Shake the fine flour out of oat- 
meal into a dish, dip a soft ijrag 
in the flour, and rub all over the 
fabric earefully. The idea is 
actually to work the flour into 
the texture of the silk. Then take 
a brush, not too stiff, and wisk 
out every trace of the flour. This 
will carry with it all dust and 


grit.

Preserves rationing gives the consumer a number of choices both of products and 

sizes of containers. Because of the wide range of container sizes and the variation 

in buying habits across the country it was necessary to put the system into opera- 
tion and then make adjustments on the basis of experience. 


Now that preserves rationing has been in effect for several weeks, it is possible to 
made some increases in coupon values. The new | schedule is announced below and 
is effective September 30th. 


The new doubled ration allowances for molasses, extracted and comb honey will 
enable consumers in areas where consumption of these products is heavy, to buy 
more and still leave enough for districts where the total demand is light.
